Ripa talked about how she’s coping in isolation 
with her husband, Mark Consuelos, and their 
kids Joaquin, 17, Lola, 18 and Michael, 22. 
“I haven’t gotten to hug my parents. I want to 
hug my parents. I miss hugging my parents,” 
Ripa admitted. “And my kids, like, won’t hug me. 
And I’m like; ‘Guys, we've all been in lockdown 
together. We’re fine. You can give me a hug. It’s 
fine.” Ripa also said how sorry she was that eldest 
son Michael is not able to have a graduation 
ceremony from NYU and that Joaquin is stressed 
about not being able to take the Regents exam. 
But Ripa also admitted that those problems pale 
in comparison to the less-fortunate people whose 
lives have been directly impacted by COVID-19. 
“These are small problems considering that so 
many people are losing their loved ones,” she 
said. In March, Ripa and Consuelos donated $1 
million to relief efforts in New York.

PHONE BOOTHS RETURN? 
Hamptons Police Department officers broke up 
multiple virtual protests “at” Coopers Beach in 
Southampton this week. The series of small, 
nine-person online demonstrations took aim at 
the Hamptons Municipal Board’s plans to build a 
cellular phone cupola at the beach. 

Starting on Wednesday, April 8, members of the 
Ye Olde Communications Society (YOCS) began 
appearing on various live-video sites with signs 
arguing that the Municipal Board should imme- 
diately scrap their efforts to improve cellular 
service at the beach, and instead “install a good, 
old fashioned phone booth” near the parking lot 
or concessions stand. 

“Taint right what they're doing here,” said 
one YOCS protestor, who asked to remain anony- 
mous. “Ye could put a phone booth right there, 
betwixt the parking field and the food merchant’s 
stall,” he continued, noting that beachgoers have 
gone without perfect cellular service for centu- 
ries. “Why start now?” 

YOCS members also waved pamphlets—which 
appeared to come from a printing press, not a

computer—that they said would be going out in 
a mass mailing and explaining that they’d prefer 
no phone at all, but a phone booth would be a fair 
compromise, “We understand coppers and their 
magistrates require proper communication, but 
must we also encourage folk to play Candy Crush 
and surf the internet at the beach, when they 
could be surfing actual waves?” the pamphlet 
asks, adding, “They say the antennae would be 
covered by a so-called ‘tasteful cupola,’ which is 
certainly nice, but our quarrel is more with the 
function and result of said antennae, not the look 
of ’em.” 

Ye Olde Communications Society is a 
Hamptons-wide activism group closely affiliated 
with Ye Olde Sag Harbor, which protested the 
relighting of Sag Harbor Cinema’s newly restored 
neon sign last June. Like this week’s protests, 
which aim to turn back time a few years at 
Coopers Beach, Ye Olde Sag Harbor had argued 
the neon sign was far “too futuristic” and not in 
keeping with the historic character of the former 
whaling village. 

“These protestors all left the video meeting 
peacefully when asked—no arrests were made 
and no charges have been filed,” HPD spokes- 
man Rex Gallant said on Tuesday. “The fact is, 
many of us on the force sympathize with Ye Olde 
Communications Society's message and ideology, 
but we need a proper signal to do our work, and 
we can’t be dropping quarters, or even dimes, 
into a pay phone every time we have an emer- 
gency,” he continued. 

Despite the reasonable police response, a large

Hundreds of people were crowded 
onto social media sites over the weekend, and 
insiders say at least one member of the Municipal 
Board has even changed his or her stance on the 
subject, and they have ordered a feasibility study 
for the phone booth option. 

It appears this fight is not over. For now, it’s 
uncertain whether beachgoers in the future will 
get to livestream their experiences on Instagram, 
or watch the Dangie Bros or Logan Paul on 
YouTube, while getting a tan.

One Question, Many Answers 


People ask “What do I do?” What do you say?

hen you go on a-_ quest for questions, 

_the result comes as no surprise—you find them everywhere. 

Friends and family and business associates and complete strangers 

have them, and they run the gamut, as you may recall from a few 
weeks ago, from serious issues to snack cakes. 

When you go looking for answers, the field is equally crowded. 
Everyone is searching for answers. Over this past week, many 
have been given, again by that collection of people with whom 
we communicate, directly and indirectly, every day. Doctors 
and delivery people, restaurateurs and government workers, 
co-workers and students and small business owners, a sampling 
of their collected wisdom here offers response to one question. It 
may have variations, but the heart of the inquiry remains singular: 
What do I do? : 

You continue to practice social distancing. 

You support local businesses as much as you can. You get some 
takeout or delivery from local restaurants, you fill glasses at your 
virtual happy hour with wine you order from a local vineyard, you 
purchase a book from a local bookstore, you send a gift from a 
local merchant to somebody for their anniversary. 

You get some fresh air. 
~ You take care of yourself. 

You get in your car and you join that contactless birthday 
parade, that car parade where teachers celebrate their students, 
that car parade expressing gratitude and awe for the healthcare 


_ workers at the hospital who are on the front lines of this battle 


every minute of every day. 

You give thanks for first responders when you hear emergency 
vehicle sirens in the distance. And even when you don’t. 

You make a long-view bucket list. There are things you miss, 
like getting together with friends for a cup of coffee, so where’s the 
first place you're going to meet up when you can? Or things you’ve 
never gotten around to, like climbing to the top of the Montauk 
Lighthouse or stepping inside the Big Duck. 

You make a short-term bucket list. You watch that movie you’ve 
never seen, read that book you’ve had on your shelf (my daughter 
is reading War & Peace, which might make her the first person 
to actually do that, I’m told.). Learn an instrument or another 
language. Figure out if a watched pot boils. 

You keep washing your hands, cleaning and disinfecting those 
frequently touched surfaces, and staying home as much as you 
can. 

You stay informed. You read, listen to and watch multiple news 
sources, not just the one that tells you what you want to hear. 

You show kindness. You show a little more patience and 


understanding. 
You keep communicating with your government. 
Share your thoughts, your concerns, your 


ideas. Elected officials are, like the rest of us, 
imperfect, but regardless of party they represent all of us. 

You accept the fact that yes, this is hard. You help others accept 
that fact, too. You find ways to explain to your kids why they 
can’t have play dates, to explain to your grandparents why they 
absolutely should not be going to the store when somebody can 
bring things to them, to friends and family that even if you don’t 
talk to them every day, you’re thinking of them. 

You look for ways you can help others. 

You don’t watch the clock. There is no countdown to when this 
will be over, or even when this will begin to “get back to normal.” It 
is simply, at this moment, impossible to tell. Dates and deadlines 
get moved daily, as they must. Nobody is going to say hey, it’s all 
over in 10 days. “Back to normal” is not going to occur at the flip of 
a switch. It is going to take time, and nobody can tell us how much. 

You keep asking questions. 

You keep finding answers. @&

t has been more than two weeks since Peter 
Beard went missing. And in spite of all efforts 

to find him by volunteers, the East Hampton 

police department and detectives hired by his 
wife, Nejma, there’s been no news. 

Beard is a member of New York Society, an 
adventurer, a photographer, a veteran of many 
African safaris, an environmentalist and a man 
who has lived life to the fullest. He has been a res- 
ident of Montauk for the past 60 years, living ona 
vast oceanfront property in a small cottage near a 
dirt road and a long hike through the woods to a 
beach. He’s also 82 years old and suffering from 
dementia. He was last seen on March 31, heading 
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The Adventurer, Socialite, Photographer 


out in jogging shorts and a sweatshirt. He has not 
come back. 

“He’s out there somewhere,” Nejma said a few 
days ago. And indeed, he could be. Much of his 
time in Africa was spent living in the outdoors. 
And the wooded area where he lives, extending 
for more than three miles along the ocean, is dot- 
ted with not only six or more private homes, but 
also abandoned reinforced concrete machine gun 
nests and observation towers, built during the 
Second World War. Along this three-mile stretch 
there are also 80-foot-tall oceanfront cliffs lead- 
ing down to rocky beaches pounded daily by the 
wild ocean. He could have fallen from those cliffs, 
his body washed out to sea. Or he could have 
climbed down and is now living in a cave. The

possibilities are endless. : 

Peter Beard was born an heir to a railroad for- 
tune on his father’s side and a tobacco fortune on 
his mother’s. He graduated Yale, then soon, grip- 
ping a copy of Isak Dinesen’s Out of Africa, went 
to Africa to photograph wild animals. He bought 
a farm in Kenya. He subsequently bought homes 
in London, New York City and Montauk. He 
considers Montauk his American home, at least 
that part of the wild, wooded, largely uninhabited 
oceanfront stretch of Montauk he’d bought in the 
1960s. 

I met Peter Beard at an annual fundrais- 
ing party in Montauk in 1977. At the time, 


a group largely of local Montauk women had 


formed the Montauk Village Association to bring 
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plantings, trees, curbs and streetlights to down- 
town Montauk, where none had existed before. 
Celebrities served as bartenders at this party, 
and Beard was one of them. He had, some years 
earlier, become famous for a coffee-table book of 
photographs he’d taken of wild animals in Africa 
called The End of the Game. So he was mix- 
ing cocktails for everybody. He was personable, 
funny and full of himself. He was also movie star 
handsome. 

“What are you doing next Saturday night?” he 
asked me. “We're having a party at my house. 
Can you come?” J said sure. 

More than a thousand people attended that 
party, and they included Andy Warhol, Mick 
Jagger, Princess Lee Radziwill and Richard 
Avedon. The party was not held at his cottage, 
but at the grand stone-and-glass house he had 
just completed right at the edge of the cliff look- 
ing down at the ocean. Balloons and colored 
lights bordered the party’s outdoor limits. And 
- nobody was allowed inside, because, as Beard 
_ said, there were still flights of stairs that hadn’t 

been finished. 

He made an exception, saneucs when the 

_ Governor of New York at that time, Hugh Carey, 
arrived in a helicopter and landed on the lawn. 
He’d give Carey a private tour—the centerpiece 
of the house was the three-story Rheinstein 
windmill he had towed from Ditch Plains—and I 
‘should come, too. Once inside, Beard described 

_ everything to us. Books were in bookcases. Rugs 
and furniture were in place. The kitchen was 
stocked. There were steep winding stairs into the 
tower. 

Six weeks after that party, on the night of July 
28, this new house, still waiting for its finishing 
touches, caught fire and burned to the ground. 

Lost in the fire were, among many other things, 

two Picassos, some works by Warhol, notes for 

a book about Montauk, and lots of diaries that 

_ Beard kept of his travels in Africa and elsewhere. 

Many of these included entries that featured 

twigs, flattened bugs, drawings and, in some 
places, entries written in blood, sometimes crea- 
ture blood, sometimes his own. 

After that, he was away a lot, mostly in his 
beloved Africa. But he told me I should come up 
to his cottage any time to have a drink with him, 
if he was there. He had no phone. Just come. At 
one visit to the cottage, I asked if I could spend 
the night out at the ruin. I had a camper bus, and 
a girlfriend. He said sure, so we did. 

For four years in the early 1980s, Beard was 
married to supermodel Cheryl Tiegs. But they 
sometimes didn’t get along. Once on the sidewalk 
in downtown Montauk, they very publicly got 
into an argument. Beard was apologizing, palms 
out, trying to explain things. Tiegs was yelling. I 
tried to ignore them. 

Another time up at his cottage, he asked for my 
help. By this time Cheryl Tiegs was gone. And the 
ruin was still out there. 

“Cheryl and I are still going through this 
divorce,” he said. “It’s been hell for three years. 
We'd decided to split the property. She’s a New 
York City girl, so she got that. But this is my 
home. I got the ruin and hoped to rebuild. She 
got this cottage. But now the Town won't let me 
rebuild there. Please see what you can do.” 

I said I would. But then, noticing where we 
were, I asked a question. 

“Does she own the cottage.” 

_ “Yes, she does,” he said. “But I’m squatting in

Well, I tried. I came up against a battery of law- 
yers but found no way to help. 

A few years later, I came up and met his new 
wife, Nejma, a beautiful Afghan woman. Their 


child, Zara, was in a cradle, asleep. They both 


doted on her, and I joined them. She would be 
Beard’s only child. Peter and Nejma separated for 
a while, but then got back together again. Their 
daughter grew into a beautiful young woman. 


recall many years ago, Beard came back to 

Montauk with a tall Somali woman named 
Iman, who he then photographed, mostly nude 
and draped across one of the boulders out by the 
ruin. He was telling people she should be the next 
supermodel, and indeed she became one. She 
later married David Bowie, the rock musician, 
who died in 2016. Another time, Beard photo- 
graphed a small elephant out on his Montauk 
property. I’d heard about it. Well, he’d gotten the 
Ditch Plains windmill out there, so now there was 
an elephant. 

He wrote a half dozen more books. His new 
diaries, much like his earlier ones lost in the fire, 
are collector’s items. He’s been in 10 movies, 
usually in a supporting role. His works appear in 
museums around the world. Once, when I was 


on safari in Africa, I stayed at Jack’s Camp in the 
middle of the Makgadikgadi Delta in Botswana 
and saw there, on the dining tent wall, a six-foot 
framed photograph of Beard in full safari regalia. 

He’s just everywhere, I thought. 

Then, in 1997, on safari in Africa. he 
was charged and trampled by an elephant. 
His companions, who were making a docu- 
mentary about a soon-to-be-completed safari 
camp, didn’t film the charge, but they did film 
the aftermath (if you’ve a mind to, you can see it 
on YouTube). Beard, near death, was airlifted to 
a Nairobi hospital and from there to New York, 
where he endured many surgeries to repair bro- 
ken bones, his pelvis shattered in seven places, 
and damage to several organs. It would be a 
long recovery. 

Although I’ve been in touch with Nejma about 
all this on several occasions since, the only time 
I saw Beard after that was at a private beach- 
front home in Southampton, where many of his 
remarkable photographs were on display and for 
sale. He was able to stand and walk, but he was 
being assisted by three beautiful Russian young 
women. That is Peter Beard.

M arc Dalessio talks about his formal training, 
innovative technique and how traveling the 
world as a child has shaped his artistic eye. 


staying in East Hampton. I was out scouting 
for views and I thought the composition, colors, 
and shapes worked really well in this subject. 
Obviously the windmill was the focus, but I also 
loved the blue shadows in the white fence and the 
variety of greens in the foliage. Also, while there 
is a lot of precedent for such a'view in art history, 
I also lived in the Netherlands for a bit and 
painted a number of windmills there, so there 
was a personal nostalgia to the piece. 


I first studied landscape painting at UC Santa 
Cruz, where the early Californian Impressionists 
were the model we all aspired to. Later, I moved 
to Florence, Italy where I trained as a portrait 
painter in a rigorously academic institution with 
a curriculum based on cast drawing. These two 
influences paralleled the Nietzschean idea of the 
dichotomy of Apollonian and Dionysian elements 
in art that we were taught in Italy. The premise 
that great art is the result of the merging of strong 
emotion with dexterous skill, honed through 
years of monotonous and repetitive study. 

My work is also based on the idea, adapted 
from the Florentine Neoplatonist Giovanni Pico 
della Mirandola, that the artist is nature revering 
itself. As such, I’ve attempted to avoid developing 
any personal mannerisms in my paintings, and 


to allow nature to depict itself as much as is 
humanly possible. So my style, if I have one, has. 
come about by trying to avoid any style. 


TELL US ABOUT YOUR ARTISTIC PROCESS. 

I paint using a method called sight-size. It 
means that I have the canvas and the view in a 
position where I see them both at the same size 
and can quickly copy what I see. It’s originally 
a technique for portraiture, but I find it works 
well with. plein air painting as I can work fast 


and keep up with the changing effects. It fits well 
with my philosophy on art as well. I use a limited 
palette of colors, and I have spent years refining 
a very lightweight set-up for working that allows 


_me to walk a lot a great deal with my gear. I 


try to find the exact view that I want to paint, 
and I try not to change the natural world in my 
paintings. I would rather walk a bit further to get 
the composition that I want, rather than moving 
things around. 


as a child and I really fell in love with the natural 
world there. That feeling of awe and wonder has 
stayed with me ever since and transformed over 
the years into a constant state of inspiration as 
an artist. Today I’m able to step outside and find 
subjects for my paintings everywhere. I also feel 
very relaxed about travel and moving. I’ve lived 
in three countries in the last ten years, and I 
spend months traveling in the landscape season 
without any problems. 


IF YOU WEREN'T AN ARTIST WHAT WOULD 
YOU BE DOING? 

I originally studied biology in college, because I 
felt that studying the natural world would be the 
best way to show my reverence. I would probably 
be doing field biology if I couldn’t be a painter. ga

CAMP (2003) This flick about a group of misfit 
kids at drama camp (inspired by the real-life 
Stagedoor Manor) has a cult following among 


musical theater aficionados. With a mixture of 
folk and pop songs like Todd Rundgren’s “The 
Want of a Nail” and Victoria Williams “Century 
Plant,” as well as beloved showtunes from Stephen 
Sondheim, Lynn Ahrens and others, Camp is a 
quirky film about talented kids with a penchant 
for melodrama. Camp is also notable for being 
the film debut of Anna Kendrick. Camp is a little 
racy for younger kids, but with an inclusive cast 
of LGBTQ characters, the film has a nice message 
about acceptance and finding community. 


MEATBALLS (1979) The first film starring Bill 
Murray, this wacky comedy is definitely for teens 
and older. Meatballs is best known for being 
a star vehicle for Murray, who was on the rise 
after his Emmy-winning turn on Saturday Night 
Live.

But older kids (and parents) who 
can appreciate the sense of irony and satire 
should get a kick out of it. Addams Family 
Values also stars Joan Cusack, Anjelica Huston, 
Christopher Lloyd and Christina Ricci.

44 The power of pets is amazing. Pets can help keep us 
healthy and improve our physical and mental health. 
Especially at a stressful time like this, a furry friend 

at home can be the answer!” says Katie McEntee, 

Southampton Animal Shelter Foundation Director 

of Adoptions. “Pets can help manage loneliness and 

depression by giving us companionship. Dogs keep 
you active and increase opportunities to exercise and 
get outside. Walking with your dog can decrease blood 
pressure, cholesterol levels and triglyceride levels. 

If you don’t have a pet at home right now, you can 

‘borrow —foster—one of ours!” 

Amid the search for support, companionship and 
moments of joy, people find that animals play an 
incredible role in helping them through challenging 
times, McEntee notes, and the Southampton Animal 
Shelter Foundation (SASF) has been quickly evolving 
its services to address the needs of people and pets 
alike. The physical doors may be shut for the time 
being, but their hearts remain open. 

“In light of our recent closure, we’re delighted to 


introduce SASF Roadside Adoptions & Fosters—a 


program designed to help our pets find their foster and 
forever homes in a sanitary, social-distance-friendly 
fashion!” says McEntee. “Simply go to our website, pick 
your forever or foster pet and wait for your phone to 
ring!” To take part in this program, SASF says, you must 
fill out an application and be approved, and then one 
of their adoption coordinators will contact you for an 
adoption/foster interview and to discuss your possible 
matches. They also ask that people please do not show 
up to the shelter unannounced—all adoptions/fosters 
will be done by appointment only—and “we kindly ask 
that anyone feeling under the weather, not partake in 


this program. Please use your best judgment. We will 
meet you curbside to introduce you to our pet(s) and 
bring all pet supplies directly to you! We will still be 
implementing interactions for adopters/fosters who 
already own dogs—all of which can be done outside 
in a large area in order to limit social interactions and 
gathering between us humans.” 

“Roadside Adoptions/Foster Program is just an 
example of the agile thinking and creativity of our 
employees here at the Southampton Animal Shelter 
Foundation,” adds Barbara Maresca, Interim Co- 
Executive Director of SASF. “All of our staff and 
volunteers demonstrate their dedication to the 
animals in our community each and every day, and 
especially at a time like this. I myself am extremely 
proud to work with such wonderful people and such 
a great organization.” The program has been working 
out incredibly well so far, McEntee adds, noting that 
safety for all is the top priority. “We had to revamp our 
program to ensure safety during this time. We must 
keep our staff safe so they can continue to care for our 
pets in our shelter, and we have to keep our adopters 
and fosters safe so they can care for their pets. We are 
not allowing the public inside our doors. Usually at 
our shelter it is the more visitors, the merrier, but we 
needed to come up with a way to still get pets out of 
the shelter and into homes in a safe way. So we. went 
curbside, like the restaurants—we bring out pets like 
food right to your car! We are doing as much as we can 
over the phone to limit human interaction.” 

In addition to the roadside program, SASF remains 
a community resource via their wellness center and 
mobile clinic, and they are always here to share advice 
for owners to ensure an animal’s well-being at home. 


“While at home and isolating, stay positive and 
happy—you know your pet will,” McEntee says. “Try 
a new hiking trail or walking path. Go outside and 
have an adventure with your furry friend. Everyone is 
reporting that the pets are happy to have their people 
at home. Obviously, they do not understand what is 
going on, but they are thrilled to have their owners 
working from home. Kobe, a golden retriever and SASF 
alumni, is making sure his little humans stay on top of 
their 7th grade science. We have seen the cutest photos 
of pets at home with their families, building forts for 
their dogs and other fun activities to occupy the time at 
home. A big message to our community should be to be 
prepared. If you were to get sick, who will care for your 
pet? Having a game plan is very important.” 

As has been the case with many other individuals 
and organizations, McEntee and the SASF team have 
been inspired by how they’ve seen the community as 
a whole coming together to help one another in these 
tough times. “Our community is amazing, and we are 
so lucky to have their support,” she says. “We have 
been overwhelmed by the number of responses to help 
our shelter during this time. We received so many 
applications to foster and adopt. Our community has 
been supporting our staff as well—calling and sending 
goodies to help keep our spirts high. Our staff is 
amazing and so dedicated. I am lucky to work with such 
amazing, animal-centric people.” 4m
